This was a petition to set up a post office, that Daniel Roberts 
Signed. I have also sent you the same information condensed 
in an Arkansas Historical Quarterly. 


In the same Quarterly , there is also a listing of heads of 

' household for different years. Also listed is the name of the 

: Oldest child in the family born in Arkansas. The post office 
petition was signed in 1833, yet in 1841, Mary Roberts is listed 
as head of the household with Eldridge as the oldest child 
born in Arkansas. We know he was the youngest in his family 
and according to the 1850 slave census, his older brother, 
William the younger was born in Louisiana. This is a real 
mystery that maybe you can solve. 


According to the family history, the first section of births 
were the children of William Roberts the elder. This would 
make Mary his wife since Eldridge was listed as her child in 
1841. I still do not know where Daniel "Seigior" fits in.

He was our great-great grandfather. He was born November 13, 
1829, and was married to Amanda Wardlaw Bynum on July 15, 1852.

You can see in the family history that it speaks 
of her family as being of some historical importance. I have 
not had time to pursue her family line, but it sounds 
interesting.

He was our great grandfather; born August 20, 1855. I have 
no date of death given. His first marriage was to Julia Harmon 
on February 27, 1881. One child was born of this union-Johnnie. 
(Your grandfather) He then married Cumi Stone Harper who had 
been married to Jim Harper and had one child of this union, 
a daughter-Jimmie. This second marriage for both "Lum" and 
Cumi took place on January 24, 1888. They had the following 
children.

Now for the interesting part of the story. Newton Columbus 
Roberts had a younger brother known as William Creech or 
W.C.Roberts. He was married three times. His first and third 
marriage was to the Kelley sisters; one of whom was my great 
great Aunt Mary Margret Kelley (his first wife), and to my great 
Grandmother Sarah Frances Kelley Brady Massey. His second wife 
was Mary Howie. He had children by all three wives. 
Margret died June 9, 1890 presumably of tuberculosis (according 
to traditional stories.) They had three children.

Alonzo- (a minister) was born July 5,1884; m. Ola Elton and 
had three children, one of whom was adopted:

Robert Wesley m. a second time to a widow, Donna Inez, 
who already had two daughters. No children of 
this second marriage. They lived at Burns,AR, 
where Inez had a dress shop. 


Alonzo Roberts m. a second time and had one aaa. al named Betty 
Jean. 
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William Creech m. second time to Mary Howie and had these 
four children. 


William- m. in Texas and had one daughter named Howie for 
his Mother's family. W.N. Roberts was a minister 
and for a time was pastor at the Devine Baptist 
Church in Devine, Texas. This must have been 
near Lytel, Texas, for there were two letters 
from Sarah F.(Massey) Roberts in March and April 
of 1926. They are both addressed from Lytel and 
one is on church stationary. She helped raise 
William, Margret and Effie.

boy, who m. and lived in Paris, France. 


After the Mary Howie marriage, William Creech married his first 
wife's younger sister, Sarah Frances Kelley Brady Massey, who 
like himself, already had two sets of children. Also, closely 
knit into this third marriage, were the children of the former 
(2) husbands of Sarah Frances. To further complicate the picture 
William Creech's brother Newton ("Lum") Columbus had to stay 
with him when their house burned. In addition to the six sets 
of children already sharing the William Creech Roberts' house, 
"Lum" and his wife Cumi and their eleven children moved 
temporarily into the Will Roberts house until they could build 
another house. This was when my Grandmother Stella and my 
Grandfather Clyde Massey, Sr. fell in love. 








When my great-Grandmother Sarah married William Creech, she 

was said to still be a beautiful woman. Her hair was snow white 
at an early age which enhanced her beauty, and her skin was 

like fine porcelain. My Father can remember riding the train 
with her when he was three years old and remembers liking her.
